Championships Are Divided Be- 
tween Western And Eastern 
Breeders 


The Oxford and the Shropshire sheep 
were the only two breeds judged Tuesday 
afternoon, The Oxfords were especially 
Strong in all ciasses, and the competition 
was very good. ‘The Shrops were also 
very good, but there were by no. means 
the sume number of entries as in the Ox- 
fords. . The decistona.in some cases were 
somewhat differedt than tn Calgary, but 
it®*was the general opinion that the judge, 
Herbert Smith, of Camrose, had been very 
considerate in placing the awards. 

The Western stock ranches were award- 
ed the championship for the best Oxford 
ram of any age, while Peter Arkell & Sons 
of Teeswater, Ont., were awarded the 
reserve ribbon. The champion ram is 
considered to be one of the best Oxford 
Trams that was ever shown at Edmonton. 
He is an imported animal, with true Ox- 
ford characteristics, combining both qual- 
ity and size, a combination which is so 
difficult to obtain, and he has a typical 
Oxford head, The reserve ribbon was 
awarded to Peter Alkell & Sons. ‘Peter 
Alkell & Sons were also awarded first for 
the best Oxford ewe of any age, and the 
reserve ribbon was captured by the West- 
ern stock ranches of Calgary, 

In rams two years and over Peter Ar- 
kell & Sons took first and fourth places, 
while the second and third were awarded 
to 8. G, Carlyle, of Edmonton, and the 
Western stock ranches. For best ram, 
shearling, the Western stock ranches were 
awarded first and second; Peter Arkell &

Herr 
Gessler insisted that the allied plan for 
150,000 police broken up into small bodies 
under local control and without co-ordina- 
|tlon, was insufficient to deal with the 
present situation in Germany, which, he 
said, resembled somewhat that existing 
after the thirty years’ war. 

Pillaging and Killing

This course 
was adoped so that Valuable time 
may not be lost between now and the 
determination of jurisdiction by the 
Privy Council, in preparation for pub- 
lic hearings. 

Will Deal With Profitecring. 

The above statement, it is empha- 
sised, is mot to be understood to mean 
tiat if complaints of profiteering in 
necessaries of life be at any time re- 
ceived by the hoard, from any part 
of Canada, they will not be investi- 
gated. The board of commerce will 
take the usual steps to deal with 
these complaints, as the board takes 
the stand, notwithstanding the re- 
cent submiasion of its stated case to 
the supreme court, of Canada now in 
appeal to tie Privy Council, that it 
has jurisdiction to operate under the 
| profit contro] sections of the Com- 
bines and Fair Prices act, &nd !t will 
deal with persons found guilty of such 
infractions of the act. 

Unquestioned Jurisdiction, 

The board of commerce, the com- 
miasioners state, has unquestioned 
jurisdiction concerning the investiga- 
|tion and restraint of combines, mon- 
| opolies, trusts and mergers, whica

exhibition directors and a large num- 
ber of prominent townspeople. Mana- 
ser W. J. Stark presented the minister 
of agriculture with the illuminated 
address which referred to Dr. Tolmie's 
distinguished connection with the ag- 
ricultural life of Canada, and spoke 
with commendation of the minister's 
as yet brief career in parliament.

Must Raise More Sheep. 

“We are trying to popularize the 
consumption of more mutton, as well 
as encouraging shecp raising,’’ declar- 
ed Dr, Toimie. “It is rather appalling 
that we only raise 3,000,000 sheep here 
when! in Australia they raise 80,000,- 
000; in United States 40,000,0000, and 
in Great Britain 27,,000,000. This 
country offers almost unvivalled ad- 
vantages for sheep raising and there is 
scarcely a farm anywhere but what 
could keep a small flock o f sheep. 
They are not only ueeful for cleaning 
up fields but use a great deal of feed 
that is ordinarily wasted.” 

In closing ,after referring to the im- 
portance and national standard of the 
the minister of 
agriculture paid a compliment to the 
management of the four associations 
of Edmonton, Calgary, Regina and 
Brandon, recognizing in the secretar- 
jes real “live wires’ whose efforts had 
made the exhibitions what they are.

That the time is coming when all 
veterans of the great war will be 
united into one whole, is the opinion 
of J. Harry Flynn, vice-president of 
the Grand Army of Uaited Veterans, 
who is in Edmonton addressing vet- 
erans and appealing to them for 
greater co-operative strength ea- 
pecially slong lines political. 

Flynn declares the object of his 
visit here is not to divide veterans 
but rather to bring them to a com- 
mon understanding that will give 
them greater strength for their fight 
in the future, The organization, of 
which he is vice-president ,he de- 
clareg was organized eolely as a re- 
sult of the apparent need. In Toronto 
especially, were reasons of such an 
organization sorely felt.

Dr. Erlanger [mn hig address said: 
“In order to more effectively Impress) 
upon your, minds the great import-) 
ance of a high educational standard| 
in our profession, I feel 't advisable 
before entering upon the actual sub- 
ject of my talk, to touch, if only In} 
@ superficial way, upon the history 
and the development of Optometry. 

The firat mention of Optics in his- 
tory dates back to the thirteenth cen- 
tury and refers to the application of 
Optics to the ald of vision, Apparently 
convex spectacles were invented to- 
wards the end of the thirteenth cen- 
tury by Roger Bacon of England or 
by some of his contemporaries in’ 
Italy. Concave glasses were intro- 
duced soon afterwards. From then on 
until the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, history does not record’ any 

reat progress, but after that period, 
important discoveries in the science 
of Optics are’ recorded, Benjamin) 
Franklin invented Bifocal glasses; 
eecie lenses were evolved by W. 
1. Wollaston, Astigmatism in the hu- 
man eye was discovered by Thomas 
Young in 1801 and Sir George Airy 
about 1827 corrected this error in his 
own eye by means of a cylindrical 
lens. . 

Probably no aecientifio labors have 
been attended with greater blessings 


to mankind than the brilllant work in| 


Physiologic Optics of Donders and 
von Helmholtz, 
Recent yeara have likewise wit- 


nessed extraordinary progress in the 
different branches of applied Optica. 
Few persons are aware of the rapid 
rate at which visual Optios in parti- 
cular is developing into a _ severe 
ecientiflo pursuit. Under the influence 
of the new-teaching, the theories of 
vision have been revised and new 
points of view have led to the evolu- 
tion of advanced scientific methods of 
detecting errors of refraction of the 
human eye and the calculation and 
design of wonderfully improved types 
and combinations of lenses to correct 
_ these errors, 

Hand in hand with these develop- 
mients also came the discovery of the 
fact that uncorrected errora of re- 
fraction and deficiencies of the mus- 
cular apparatus of the eye were pro- 
life sources of other 
turbances, the cause of which had up 
to then been unexplained or misun- 
derstood, This evolution and gréat 
advancement of the science of Visual 
Optics Jed in turn to the realization 
of the importance of a high standard 
of knowledge and training of those, 
practising the ecience and the neces- 
sity to establish thig standard by law, 
@o that the public would be protectod 
from the incompetent, This led to 
the establishment and legal recogni- 
tion of the profassion of ‘Optometry.’ 

First Optometry Law 

“The firet Optometry law was en- 

acted in the state of Minnesota in the 


year 1901. Other states and countries) 


in other parts of the world followed 
mult, until today there are 46 states, 
4 territories and islands, 2 provinces 
of Australia and, last but not least, 4 
provinces of our great Dominion, 
which recognize ‘Optometry’ as 
aeparate and distinct profession de- 
fining it generally as: “The employ- 
ment of any means other than the 


use of drugs, for the measurement of! 


the powers of vision and the adapt, 
ation of lenses for the aid thereof.’ 

“This recognition of Optometry as 
@ profession by moet of the legisla- 
tive bodies of this continent was how- 
ever not gained, as you well know, 
without the overcoming of consider- 
able diMculties, 

The most serious of the obstacles 
which always endangered the success 
of these past legislative campaigns 
was the fact thay, there were fn the 
distriots in which an act was applied 
for, &® great many men, who, while 
professing to practice Optometry, 


were in reality nothing more than 
falesmen of glasses which they let 
the customer himself gaelect. Their 
methods were generally of a very 


Questionablo character. Thelr opto- 
metric knowledge was as a rule very 
Mmited while their talent to separate 
the public from its hard-earned dol- 
lars wag overdeveloped and they had 
therefore everything to fear and noth- 
ing to gain by the passage of an Opto- 
metry law.

they are badly handicapped In ac- 
quiring the knowledge which they de- 
sire, 

While the former, the fakirs, are 
beyond hope and should be promptly 
eliminated as a menace to the public 
welfare, the latter should be encour- 
aged by being given an opportunity to 
acquire the knowledge which they 
lack, so that, instead of being a hind- 
rance to the progress of Optometry 
they may become factors in its ad- 
vance and elevation to @ higher stand- 
ard. In confection with this gubject, 
I recall one of the many eplendid 
thoughts which our great president 
Augustine expressed during hia visit 
here last year. It was to the effect 
that, what the educational depart- 
ment of the A.O.A. was aiming to 
achieve, was not the production of a 
few prodigies of learning among a 
mass of mediocres but the raising of 
the standard of education of all the 
members of the profession. 

In this country the question of 
supplying those before mentioned 
country members with the proper op- 
portunity for systematic instruction, 
presents as yet, certain obstacles, but 
I feel sure that tho same can be over- 
come if an effort is made in the right 
direction. We have been giving this 
matter already considerable tiought, 
ami if found feasible, a course of 
instruction, especially for country 
members may de instituted in the 
near future. To thia I will, however, 
revert at geome other time and will 
now go on to discuas another phase of 
the question of education, the one 
whioh*has been receiving the most of 
our attention this apring, namely, the 
question of the A. O. A. study classes, 

Elementary Instruction 

| Ve have, so far, discussed the 
| problean of those embers of our pro- 
feewion in this province who are in 
need of elementary instruction. Tuere 
now remain othere who have had 
more or lesy training and who are 
somewhat proficient in the asacience 
and practice of our profession, who, 
in order to further imiprove, enlarge 
and refresh their optometrical know- 
ledge, diould have ways and means— 
outside of the practice of the profes-

Let me make myself clear on just 
what I mean by this. You will, no

knowledge only when he dies. 

Ag it is with all other professions, 
|so it ia with optometry and in order 
to give the membera of our profession 
an opportunity to improve their op- 
tometrical knowledge and to keep ft 
on a high etandard, the educational 
department has iesued a series of 
courses which cover all optometrical 
subjects in full, Every optometrist 
Jean procure these courses for home 
study and they will prove of tnvalu- 
jable help to him. Tie itdeal way, 
however, to take up these courses ia 
lin the form of study classes, This 4s, 
of course, only possible in ‘places 
where there are several optometrists 
or in places which are ao eituated that 
several optometrists from other places 


close by, can manage to meet, aay,
